MEXICAN LABORERS OUT. 


New Immigration L iw Which Went 


Into Effect May 1, 
With $8 
Heax 


Tax, Will Keep Laborers Out. 


U nder 
existing 
conditions 
preci­ 
pitated by the mobilization of troops 
causing fear to th e Mexican laborers 
employed 
in various parts 
of 
the 
country and resulting in them a b a n ­ 
doning th e ir positions, 
Gelling th eir 
hom es if th ey own them , and hiking 
for eMxico, th e new federal im m igra­ 
tion law which w ent into effect on 
May I will eventually work a g re at 
hardship on fa rm e rs who get these 
laborers to g a th e r th eir cotton crops, 
railroads w hich em ploy them in con­ 
struction w ork and the m any indus­ 
trial 
institutions 
who 
employ 
the 
cheap lab o re rs w h ere unskilled labor 
can be utilized profitably. 
The exodus to Mexico of this class 
of people is very heavy and the rush 
out of the U n ited States has been 
quite large 
for several w eeks p ast or 
since th e rep o rt 
of 
conscription of 
m en for th e a rm y 
bas been 
un d er 
consideration. 
T h ere seem s to be a 
silent pro p ag an d a 
a t 
w ork am ong 
th ese people, m o st of whom are illi­ 
terate and 
in abject 
ignorance, 
to 
the 
effect 
th at 
when 
the U nited 
S tates s ta rts the conscription of men 
to serve in the arm y M exicans will 
be drafted and be the first ones sent 
to the front. 
Paradoxical as it m ay 
seem, the M exicans, 
know ing 
that 
they 
are 
M exican 
citizens 
until 
they tak e out naturalization papers, 
are, nev erth eless so scared th a t the 
fear Instilled into them is practically 
Irrem ovable. 
E m ployers 
tell 
them 
th at 
th ey 
will 
not be 
harm ed or 
forced into 
the a rm y unless they are 
naturalized Am ericans, but o th ers in 
a clandestine m a n n e r get these poor 
individuals off to some rem ote place 
and tell them the reverse. 
And this 
is 
causing 
thousands 
of 
Mexican 
laborers to d esert good paying posi­ 
tions and go back to Mexico, som e of 
them 
tak in g with 
th em 
household 
goods, 
horses, cattle 
and 
anything 
they m ight own 
and 
hazarding th e 
chance of m aking 
a living 
in 
the 
country which th ey had to previously 
abandon 
b ecause 
they 
w ere unable 
to eke ou t an ex istence there. 
W here the new Im m igration law is 
going to have a demoralizing effect 
is in the fact th a t the influx of Mexi­ 
can lab o rers will 
diminish 
to 
the 
m inim um on account 
of 
the “ w ar 
conditions” 
in 
this 
country, 
arid 
sim ultaneously th ey will not cross to 
the A m erican side because the new 
law requires them to pay a head tax 
of eight dollars apiece Instead of a 
tax of four dollars as formerly. E ig h t 
dollars is an im m en se sum of m oney

a M exican 
laborer, 
and 
w here one comes accom paniel by his 
wife and several children in search 
of em ploym ent and is stopped by the

the price of eight dollars per head, 
(possibly a sum total of fifty dollars 
or so), the M exican laborer, for lack 
of the n ecessary funds, will be com ­ 
pelled to retrace his steps back to j 
‘Se M exican side of the Rio G rande, j 
W hen it is tak en into consideration 
th at th e re are tho u san d s of Mexican 
laborers of the unskilled kind w o rk ­ 
ing in Texas, Louisiana, 
California, 
Arizona, 
New 
Mexico 
and 
o th er 
S outhern states, in addition to quite 
a few w ho are employed in railroad 
construction w ork in the E ast, but 
who are now retu rn in g to Mexico, an J 
idea can be gained of the necessityj 
of the M exican laborer. 
If the w ar 
prep aratio n s are driving the Mexican j 
laborers from 
th e farm s, 
railroads 
and 
industrial 
institutions 
of 
the 
country and th e heavy head tax im ­ 
posed by the 
new Immigrtion 
law 
precludes a possibility of other such 
laborers coming to take their places, 
it is but a m a tte r of tim e until the 
labor problem along the T exas bor­ 
der and in o th er sta te s w here cheap 
labor is not to be had, will have a 
very dem oralizing effect generally. 
The situation will likewise th w a rt 
the efforts of 
P resid en t W ilson 
to 
en courage the conservation of crops 
and the devoting of large acreages of
